Washington. — Again the department 
of agriculture Is suffering from an ex- 
cess of popularity. The last time It 
ran Into an eihbarrassment of this 
sort was when the past spring It la- 
sued its now famous "bird book,” 
which was n manual of the common 
farm and orchard bifds of Interest to 
farmers. There wds such a shoal of 
requests for copies that the depart- 
ment has never been able to catch up 
with the requests. 

This time It Is in connection with 
the "weekly news letter" that Secre- 
tary Housthii undertook to get out as 
a sort of compensation to the 36,000 
crop correspondents who get no other 
reward for their services. The first 
issuo of tills letter has Just been put 
out. It consists of abotjt 1,800 words 
of typewriting, giving In popular lan- 
guage and paragraph form summaries 
of bulletins aud other things of Im- 
mediate interest (5 agriculturists. 

‘ Tbo Intention was to get out an edi- 
; tion Just large enough to supply the 
' correspondents. The first number con- 
tained paragraphs about investiga- 
tions into seed adulteration, damage 
to the matket value of bides by the 
cattle tick, action against misbranded 
Insecticides, etc., of direct interest to 
farmers. Them was an immediate 
flood of applications for the letter 
from country papers and besides other 
things a request that a copy be sent 
to each of the 58,1*30 postofllces for 
posting for the benefit of visitors. 

All this was quite complimentary, 
but the appropriation for white paper 
alone to meet such a demand was too 
much of a drain, and the mechanical 
facilities for printing and mailing all 
the copies were entirely Inadequate. 
Bo the department Is now looking 
around for some way to sidestep grace- 
fully without hurting any one's feel-

corn,’’ a new mixture of drouth- 
resisting sorghums, has produc- 
ed from twenty-five to sixty 
bushels an acre. 

Thirty farmers in Garfield 
county, Oklahoma, grew “Schri- 
bar corn’’ this year. Less than 
.25 of an inch of rain fell be- 
tween June 15 and September 1, 
but the new sorghum mixture 
stood groen and growing through 
the blazing days that killed the! 
feteritas, the kafir corn and the 1 
milo maize. 

The agricultural experts differ 
as to the exact nature of the new 
plant. By some it is classed as a 
hybrid and by others as a supe- 
rior strain of feterita. It ma- 
tures in ninety days, its grains 
are larger than those of kafir 
corn, they are pure white in col- 
or and feeding tests are said to 
indicate that both the grain and j 
stalk are superior to kafir. 

“Schribar corn’’ is named from j 
its originator, “Uncle John Schri - 1 
bar, who claims to have produc- 
ed it from crossing three drouth- 
resisting sorghums of the “dur- 
i*a’’ family. 

Future generations of South- 
western farmers may have cause 
to venerate the name of “Uncle 
John’’ Schribar, plain farmer of 
Gai'field county.— St. Louis Re- 
public.

Mineaal rights in the oil and 
coal field of Morgan county, 
where S. R. Collier and associ- 
ates are said to be taking out 
1,000 barrels of oil a day, are in 
controversy, and a suit was filed 
in the United States District 
Court here Wednesday by J. W., 
A. W. and Hattie F. Sewell, of 
Ohio, asking that a receiver for 
the property on Caney creek, and 
a decree awarding them the ti- 
tle to the mineral rights. The 
defendants are the Kentucky 
Block Cannel Coal Company, S. 
R. Collier and a dozen others. 

The titles claimed by both 
sides are derived through con- 
veyances from John Sebastian. 
The plaintiffs allege that Selms- 
tian deeded to their parents, 
John W. and H. M. Sewell, all 
the mineral rights in this prop- 
erty, retaining the title to the 
surface in himself; that he after- 
wards sold his praperty subject 
to the mineral rights conveyed to 
the Sewells, and that through 
various conveyances the proper- 
ty of Sebastian, excepting the 
mineral rights, fell into the 
hands of the defendants, who 
are e.'clracting the coal, oil and 
gas. They allege that their par- 
ents are dead and they are the 
sole heirs.— State Journal. 

The old Sewell grants were 
made in 1864, and had apparant- 
ly been ab.3ndoned yean ago, as 
they had not been listed for tax-
